And in the beginning it is proper to 
remark that the people know who it 
is that is selling liquor here. They 
know where the principal headquar- 
ters ate and who it is that runs the 
establishment.

The people also have a pretty strong 
idea that the boss blind tiger, so to 
speak, has Government license, 
though he does not keep them posted 
as conspicuously in his place of busi- 
ness, perhaps, as the law requires. I 
know some fellows are awfully smart 
and all that, but the blind tigers of 
Beaver Dam may take this as a no- 
tice that the people are up to their 
tricks, l’crhaps a stranger would go 
into the den and coiue out without 
any suspicion as to theclisractci o the 
establishment, but he needs only to 
watch the stream of humanity that 
flows into the place to determine 
what is going on. Only the higher 
grade of customers — the more trusted 
ones — those least liable to swear the 
truth, are sold to direct, hr the tiger 
himself. He chooses his customers 
who shall stand up before his bar and 
be served over the counter by his own 
law-breaking hands. But lie provides 
a way to reach all — even what might 
be termed the more dangerous ele- 
ment — that is dangerous to his busi- 
ness. For the accommodation of this 
element who are doubted because 
either strangers or persons too much 
inclined to tell the truth, he has en- 
gaged a couple of negroes and makes 
cats-paws of them. They can be seen ;

If not one of 
the trusted customers, he hunts up j 
one of these deluded and misguided 
negroes who himself goes to the den 
and procures the stuff which he con- 
ceals under his clothing or carries in 
I a carelessly wrapped package and by , 
a series of supposed nice mamevers | 
he finally sneaks around, some corner 
or behind a building or more fre- I 
quentlv perhaps into a livery stable 
followed by his customer, and thus 
the exbliangc is made. Why these 
J negroes will thus be made tools of, is 
1 liar 1 to tell blit it is true The guilty 
j party, however, is the brazen-faced, 
heartless wretch who furnishes the 
whisky and who to all intents and 
purjioses does the selling. One or 
both cf these negro cats paws were 
indicted at the last sitting of the 
Grand Jury, but the fellow who is the 
cause of a’l the devilment, went flee. 
But the people of Beaver Dam mean 
that the selling of liquor shall cense 
or that the offending parties shall 
give the reason why. It is high time 
the blind tigers are qu iking in their 
shoes and are consulting attorneys, 
etc. But this will be of no avail. It 
must be an unconditional surrender 
and that surrender must be made nt 
once The people of Beaver Dam 
have decided that they will 110 longer 
be insulted by the impudent violations 
perpetrated by this spotted trio made 
up of two worthless negroes and the 
boss blind tiger.
